“I  wouldn’t  be  surprised  U It 
reached  the  1.000  mark  late  this 
year  or  early  in  1951." 

'The  manager  plan,  which  was  In- 
stituted In  Victoria  only  recently, 

I has  been  competing  against  two 
older  types  of  municipal  govern- 
ment.

! council  type.  It  dates  back  to  colonial 
times.

,way; 

Cltlsens  elect  a cUy  council  on  a 
non-partlsad  basis.  The  council  hires 
I an  experienced  administrator  aa 
I city  manager.'  The  council  seta  up 
the  budget,  enacts  laws  and  deter- 
mines the  policies  to  be  followed. 

The  manager  ukes  it  from  there. 
He  appoints  department  heads, 
supervises  city  employees  and  directs 
the  day-to-day  operations  of  the 
city  government.

The  flrst  municipal  use  of  the 
title  “manager"  was  in  Staunton. 
Va.  The  ofBoe  of  “geheral  manager” 
was  created  there  In  1908.  Sumter.

IT  wiu  lugli  lime  Ihut  buineoiie  lemindcU 
the  FederaJ  and  ten  Provincial  Govern 
menu  In  Canada  that  the  British  Nortti 
America  Act  is  stiU  on  the  books,  and  must 
be  obeyed  until  It  is  sui>erseded  or  changed. 
Tlie  Supreme  Court  ot  Canada  has  now 
done  that  by  way  of  a ruling  given  in  a 
slated  case  submitted  recently  by  Nova 
Sootia.  Various  circles  at  Ottawa  were 
quick  to  comment  tha^^thls  ruling  will  have 
no  effect  on  the  various  taxation  and  other 
agreemenU  entered  into  between  the  senior 
and  Junior  governments,  but  obviously  it 
must  or  else  the  ruling  would  be  without 
any  point  whatever. 

Under  the  B.N.A.  Act  the  several  Prov- 
inces in  Canada  had  their  legislative  juris- 
dictions very  clearly  defined.  They  were 
given  the  right  of  direct  taxation,  while 
that  of  indirect  taxation  went  to  the  cen- 
tral government.  Property  rights  remained 
under  the  control  of  the  Provinces,  harbors 
went  to  the  Dominion,  ahd  so  on  down  the 
line  with  respective  Federal  and  Provin- 


cial jurisdicliniis.  That  was  the  deal  as  at 
Conrederatlon,  but  an  examination  of 
statute  law  today  will  show  how  much 
tliat  has  been  ovcr-iidden  by  special  plead- 
ing. The  Dominion  is  in  the  direct  tax  field 
m a large  way  with  lU  income  levy.  The 
Provinces  have  invaded  tiie  sale.s  tax  field, 
which  Is  indirect  taxation.  The  gasoline, 
amusement  and  other  levies  are  collected 
by  almost  a third  party  agency. 

The  central  point  remains,  and  no  one 
van  dispose  of  it  by  a mere  wave  of  the 
hand.  If  it  is  not  lawful  for  a Province  to 
delegate  lU  rights  under  the  B.N.A.  Act,  can 
this  precise  effect  be  achieved  by  any  means 
of  agreement,  ^eaac  or  any  other  Instru- 
ment, no  matter  how  abort  the  term  or 
how  worthy  *the  object?  If  the  Supreme 
Court  lOf  Canada  ruling  Is  taken  to  heart 
by  the  goveenmenU  which  sponsored  the 
test,  a very  useful  correction  can— and  no 
doubt  should — be  made  in  this  interchange 
of  authority  without  legal  warrant.  In 
short,  the  eleven  governments  In  Canada 
are  not  free  to  **swap  hats'^  as  they  have 


Fire  Prevenlion  Week  Is  Here  Again^ 


Lucs  those  occurring  on  the  highways, 
deaths  due  to  fire  and  smoke  are  al- 
most always  deaths  that  could  be  pre- 
vented by  the  exercise  of  common  sense  and 
simple  precaution.  In  Canada  last  year  542 
persons  died  from  fire  causes,  and  the 
tragic  aspect  of  this  loss  of  human  life  is 
that  Investigations  have  established  that 
at  least  90  per  cent  of  the  fires  responsible 
should  not  have  happened..  Added  to  this 
destruction  of  life,  property  valued  at 
$65,000,000  went  up  in  flames  last  year. 

it  is  statistics  such  as  these  which  make 
Fire  Prevention  Week — now  being-ebserved 
throughout  the  nation — one  of  the  really 
important  events  of  the  year.  Its  purpose 
is  to  direct  public  attention  to  precaution- 
ary measures  which  should  be  a matter  of 
year-round  observance,  but  which  should 


receive  special  attention  with  tha  appioach 
of  Winter.  In  the  months  to  come  fire  will 
exact  its  most  severe  toll  from  those  who 
have  neglected  the  fundamentals  of  safety 
in  connection  with  heating  units  and  house- 
hold appliances  capable,  of  causing  fire  if 
defective. 

, Statistics  show  also  that  the  home,  which 
should  be  IhR  safest  place  in  the  world,  ac- 
tually has  become  the  most  dangerous 
from  the  point  of  view  of  fire — almost  en- 
tirely through  carelessness  and  neglect. 
More  fires  occur  in  homes  than  in  any 
other  type  of  building,  and  most  of  the  loss 

-of  life  attributable  to  that  cause  occurs  in 
homes.  Fire  Prevention  Week  serves  to 
point  out  the  dangers  that  can  be  elimin- 
ated simply  and  Inexpensively;  but  it  is 
up  to  the  individual  to  do  the  rest. 


The  Scales  Are  Dropping  From  Their  Eyes 


A REPORT  from  Ottawa  indicates  that 
where  Communism  is  concerned  the 
mass  of  Canadians  are  solid  at  the 
core.  They  want  no  paid  of  this  noxious 
weed.  Whereas  two  years  ago  Mr.  Tim  Buck 
claimed  to  have  some  23,000  party  mem- 
bers, that  number  is  now  estimated  to  have 
dwindled  to  about  15,000.  These  are  the 
paid-up  members,  and  do  not  include  the 
fellow  travelers  and  the  bewitched.  Even 
so,  however,  It  is  apparent  that  Commun- 
ism has  made  no  serious  inroads  to  date  in 
this  country. 


The  harm  these  people  do  is,  of  course, 
out  of  all  proportion  to  their  numbers,  and 
so  long  as  they  are  unwisely  left  free  to 
peddle  their  pernicious  doctrines  it  be- 
hooves Oanadians  to  be  on  guard  against 
them.  The  past  two  years  have  served  to 
open  the  eyes  of  most  people  to  the  reel 
purposes  of  Communism,  a fact  reflected 
by  the  drop  In  members  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  Canada.  No  true  Canadian  can 
afford  to  tamper  with  a creed  which  Is 
foreign  In  origin  and  disloyal  to  this  nation. 


Philosophy  of  Criticism

THERE'  can  be  pleasure  In  criticism,  both 
laking  and  receiving  it.  A talk  between 
two  men  of  similar  taste.  Jusl'and  sympathetic, 
critical  yet  appreciative,  is  a high  intellectual 
pleasure.  Even  It  one  is  hurt  In  such  an  en- 
counter. one  learns. 

No  one  really  escapes  criticism,  and  the  more 
eminent  one  is  the  more  criticism  may  be  ex- 
pected. That  is  the  price  one  pays  for  holding 

a pniltlftn  It  Is,  aS  SHrtUnn  aiUrt 

In  his  essay  on  "Censure."  folly  to  think  of 
Mcaping  it  and  weakness  to  be  affected  by  IL 
There  is  no  defence  but  obscurity.  • 

If  you  wish  to  avoid  criticism,  shun  employers 
who  ace  given  to  checking  up  the  qualities  of 
their  workers;  undertake  only  such  duties  as 
you  can  readily  perform;  always  double  check 
to  make  sure  you  are  doing  what  other  people 
want  you  to  do.  The  man  who  consistently 
dodges  criticism  may  be  counted  on  as  a busi- 
ness pigmy,  but  he  may  be  happier  so. 

Who  is  a critic?  Few  of  us  will  step  out  in 
answer  to  the  invitation.  The  truth  Is  that 
we  are  all  criUcs.  The  woman  who  dislikes 
the  cut  of  her  neighbor's  dress  or  the  way  she 
brings  her  children  up  Is  a critic.  Tlie  man  who 
calls  an  employee  on  to  the  carpet  for  negtect 
of  business  or  who  tunes  out  one  radio  program 
in  favour  of  another,  is  a critic.  This  woman 
and  this  man  are  discriminating,  according  to 
their  personal  preferences,  their  individual 
standards. 

This,  of  couFM.  implies  Judging.  There  are 
some  who  say  It  U ridiculous  tor  anyone  to 
criticise  the  work  or  actions  of  another  unless 
he  has  dUtlngulshed  himself  by  his  own  per- 
'formances,  and  others  who  say  no  one  has  any 
right  to  agt  himself  up  as  a standsurd  by  which  to 
Judge  othera 
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These  two  objections  would  seem  to  rule  out  all 
crlUdsm  whatsoever,  but  they  really  point  only 
to  • need  for  gregt  discretion.  Epictetus,  the 
Roman  phUoeopher  of  the  first  century,  gave 
this  edvice:  "Doth  e man  bathe  himself  quickly? 
Then  eey  qgt  ^wrongly';  but  'qufckly'.  Doth  he ' 
drink  much  wine?  Then  eey  not  ‘wrongly*,  but 
much*.  For  whence  do  you  know  it  were  lU 
done  till  you  have  understood  his  opinion?  Thus 
It  shell  not  befall  you  to  assent  to  any  other 
things  than  Ihoee  whereof  you  are  truly  and 
diretUy  eenslble." 

WrUtng  ie  made  difllcuU  by  the  feet  that 
It  Is  cloaeai  of  aU  ihe  fine  oris  io'oor  ordinary 
experience.  It  beers  the  burden  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  eommunienUoii  ol  Ideas  In' regard  to 
the  humdrum  os  well  as  the  most  exalted  met- 
tere.  Many  a wrllor  has  WUen  his  pencil  in 
Iwo  wllh  hie  teeth.  etniggUng  with  the  shades 
Of  Aieanlngi  of  worde,  in  desi^r  of  ever  eaytng 
esaeUy  what  la  In  hU  mind.  And  e erikto  U% 


sure  to  appear  with  the  precise  word  needed. 

Another  hesard  in  writing,  of  the  business 
kind  as  well  as  the  professional  kind,  is  the 
lack  of  Information  In  the  reader's  mind  about 
the  conditions  surroundl!^  the  writer.  A busi- 
nessman for  example,  writes  a letter,  then  he 
moves  on  to  new  experiences  and  to  other  let- 
ters on  different  topics.  When  a critic  wrltei 
to  tell  what  Is  wrong  in  the  first  letter,  the 
■ businessman  has  a feeling  of  irrelevance.  Did 
I write  that?  How  odd.  Today  the  problem 
is  altered;  the  oiKumstai^es  aren't  the  same. 
How  could  so-and.-eo  know  the  troubles  1 had 
that  day? 
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Thoughtless  erlUcs  see  what  Is  before  them, 
and  do  not  take  the  time  or  use  their  Inlelll- 
genee  to  assay  what  was  written  in  the  spirit 
of  the  person  who  wrote  It.  8o.  when  you  re- 
ceive a letter  of  criticism  it  is  well  to  remember 
that  is  was  written  in  ignorance  of  the  cir- 
cumstances you  know  of— or  it  may  simply  have 
been  written  to  give  the  writer  a feeling  of  im- 
portance, or  Uft  him  out  of  a sense  of  In- 
adequacy. 

The  businesman.  or  anyone  else  who  writes 
things  for  people  to  read,  should  be  under  no 
delusion.  'He  may  have  matured  into  Mil- 
reliance,  self-eruicism  and  self-understanding, 
but  when  he  writes  for  others  he  invites  ihclr 
crlUcism,  til  exposes  hUnMlf  to  It,  and  there  Is 
no  escaping  it. 

Fair  criticism  impllM  a desire  on  the  part  of 
the  critic  to  Judge  with  clarity  and  say  with 
honesty  whit  he  believes  to  be  true.  His  Judg- 
ment wUi  be  based  upon  his  own  experiences,' 
his  disappointments,  his  burned  fingers,  and 
bis  beliefs.

"Tbe  ship  comes  into  harbor  with  shrouds. and 
tackle  damaged;  the  pilot  Is  blameworthy;  be 
has  not  been  all-wise  and  all-powerful.  But  to 
know  how  blameworthy.  UU  us  first  whether 
hU  voyage  has  been  round  ths  globe,  or  only 
to  Bamsgate  and  the  Isle  of  Doga** 

Fair  criticism  doM  not  Judge  without  factual 
information.  It  considers  the  event  on  which 
It  is  to  pass  Judgment  In  the  light  of  Utaee  fac- 
tors: What  was  said  or  done?  Whal  did  the  per- 
son mean  to  say  or  do?  What  was  hU  reason 
for-cayjng  or  doing  it?  What  is  the  effeel  of 
what  be  said  or  did?  Why  do  t object  to  It? 

Fair  criticism  docs  not  exaggerate.  All  but  a 
-few  whimsical  persons  seem  to  be  urged  either 
to  oversute  things  by  lOO  per  cent  er  to  under-

Fifty  years  ago  a brash  young  man 
won  his  firkt  seat  in  the  BrliUh 
House  of  Commons.  Last  week 
) he  oelebrated  bis 
parliamentary 
jubilee,  no  longer 
a young  man  but 
as  Irrepressible  as 
ever.  He  has 
worn  well  in  the 
interval. 

His  name,  of 
of  course,  Is 
Churchill. 

It  was  a mem- 
orable anniver- 
sary. and  It  gave 
rise  to  many  written  reflections  on  a 
unique  half-century  of  political  life. 

When  he  addressed  the  Amerlran 
Congress  In  IMl  Churchill  said  he 
was  a child  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
So  he  was.  and  a precocious  one  when 
he  first  entered  it.  He  is  close  to 
being  the  father  of  the  House  now 
but  some  people,  particularly  ^ his 
opponents,  thhik  he  Is  still  precocious. 

It  has  not  been  easy  for  Churc.hiU 
to  stay  in  Parliament,  strange  as  'hat 
might  seem  about  a man  who  has 
held  practically  every  office  wonh- 
wblle,  including  a premiership  that 
will  never  be  forgotten.  He  has  had 
to  fight  his  way  in  every  time.  Not 
once  in  50  years  has  he  been  im- 
opposed. 

* ★ ★ 

"It  took  me  three  Limes  to  pass  into 
Sandhurst,"  Churchill  says  of  his  eatly 
years.  He  was  no  scholar  as  schools 
know  scholars,  and.  In  a tense,  is 
self-educated.  It  also  took  him  two 
tries  to  prise  open  the  portals  of 
Parliament.  He  was  defeated  in  his 
initial  attempt,  at  Oldham  in  1899, 
but  a year  later,  full  of  glory  as  a.n 
adventurous  war  correspondent  and 
ex-Boer  prUMmer,  he  began  his  long 
parliamentrjy  career. 

For  many  years  thereafter  It  was 
full  of  upe  and  downs.  In  all  he 
bae  /might  to  eleetlene  and  been 
beaten  in  five  of  them.  Be  has  been 
shut  out  of  Westminster  for  as  long 
ag  two  years  at  one  stretch,  and  this 
after  15  years  service  as  a Cabinet 
Minister. 

Dundee  was  responsible  for  this 
particular  upMi,  when  in  1922  it  threw 
him  out  after  regarding  him  as  its 
white-haired  boy  for  14  years.  An 
old  exponent,  a rabid  prohibitionist, 
replaced  him  In  Dundee’s  affections. 

Churchill  had  fought  this  election 
from  an  invalid  chair,  recovering 
from  appendloUU,  whioh  prompted 
him  to  write  afterwards:  "In  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye  I found  myMif 
without  an  office,  without  a seat, 
without  a party,  and  without  an 
appendix." 
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'Twenty-six  years  ago,  however,  he 
found  a safe  seat  in  the  Woodford 
division  of' Essex  and  has  been  re- 
turned regularly  to  Parliament  ever 
since.  But  never  without  a struggle. 
Even  In  IMS,  when  graced  by  the  halo 
of  his  Incomparable  wartime  services, 
an  unknown  independent  candidate 
of  no  stature  whatsoever  took  10,000 
votes  away  from  him. 

As  the  son  of  hli  father  Churchill 
may  have  been  born  to  the  political 
ptuTde  but  ha  has  had  to  nail  his 
own  colors  to  the  mast. 

Be  could  nail  them,  of  course,  no 
one  better.  Political  contest  has  been 
scent  to  his  nostrils.  It  still  is.

WASHINGTON.  — Despite  soaring 
prices,  the  Federal  Government 
Is  spending  about  $1,300  a minute  on 
price  supports  to  keep  food  prices 
high  In  the  United  States. 

‘This  Is  diKlosed  in  a survey  of 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  price- 
support  operations,  'which  indicated 
the  government's  buying  arm  expected 
to  lose  up  to  $1,344,000,000  on  this 
program  for  the  ISSO  fiscal  year. 

That  means  It  Is  costing  every  man. 
woman  and  child  In  the  nation  about 
$90  to  maintain  this  program  so  that 
they  will  have  the  privilege  of  paying 
high  prices  at  the  corner  grocery 
store. 

Translated  another  way,  it  means 
that  taxpayers  have  been  losing  about 
$77,000  an  hour,  every  hour  of  the  34, 
on  this  year's  farm  price  supports. 

Of  the  huge  over-all  cost,  about 
$588,000,000  represented  losses  already 
realized  on  the  ^vemmenl's  price- 
propping  program  and  $756,000,000  the 
sum  which  the  C.C.C.  had  set  aside 
to  meet  expected  losses. 
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'The  survey  indicated  that  the  Gov- 
ernment has  more  than  $3,800,000,000 
of  the  taxpayers'  money  tied  up  now 
in  so-called  surplus  commodities. 

While  the  bulk  of  these  commodi- 
Ues  represented  such  staple  Items  as 
wheat,  corn  and  cotton,  a large  per- 
centage of  the  hoard  was  invested  in 
perishable  products  such  as  butler, 
eggs,  cheese,  milk  and  potatoes. 

Most  of  the  perishable  foods  are 
stored  in  caves  and  warehouses  and 
are  not  permitted  to  be  sold  on  the 
open  market  except  to  charitable  In- 
stitutions and  foreign  countries  at 
bargain  prices. 

Here  is  a partial  analysis  of  the 
porlshsble  foods  in  the  government's 
hands: 


1.  Butter  — More  than  175.000.01)0 
pounds,  which  the  O.C.C.  estlmaied 
cost  the  government  about  $100,- 
000,000. 

3.  Eggs  More  than  100,000,000 
pounds  of  dried  eggs,  with  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $185,000,000. 

3.  Milk  — Mure  than  $00,000,000 
pounds  of  dried  milk,  which  cost  the 
government  about  $50,000,000. 

4.  Potatoes  — More  than  TS.OOO.i'OO 
busliels  of  potatoes,  with  a probable 
estimated  cost  of  ^5.000,000. 

This  huge  hoard  has  Increased  or 
decreased,  depending  on  how  success- 
ful the  Government  la  in  Us  "disposur 
efforts,  but  as  a rule  there  is  a load 
of  about  $300,000,000  worth  of  surplus 
food  constantly  on  the  government’s 
hands. 
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The  strange  part  Is  that  none  of 
this  hoard  may  go  to  feed  the  army 
or  troops  in  Korea.  In  June,  the 
army  spent  $2,506,887  on  butter  and 
$1,600,000  on  eggs,  which  it  bought 
on  the  open  market  In  competition 
with  the  housewife. 

The  theory  Is  that  buying  from  the 
vast  existing  stocks  ^Ight  ea.se  the 
demand  on  the  open  market  and  drive 
down  food  prices,  which  the  Federal 
Government  is  committed  to  keep 
high. 

The  survey  showed  that  despite 
denials  the  most-supported  program 
this  year  again  may  be  pptaloes.  The 
reason  for  that  Js  that  the  country 
Is  expected  to  harvest  some  43O.OOO.D0O 
bushels  of  spuds  this  year— the  third 
largest  potato  crop  on  record. 

At  the. current  rate  of  absorption, 
it  is  estimated  that  the  government 
will  end  up  holding  the  bag  on  about 
9S.0p0.000  bushels  ot  this  hoard  and 
the  cost  may  soar  to  anywhere  from 
$75,000,000  to  $60,000,000. 

The  new  1950  crop  of  potatoes  ts 
suit  eligible  for  the  regular  price  sup- 
ports, but  no  potatoes  raised  in  1651 
are  eligible  under  the  present  law

IP  the  people  of  Bournemouth.  Bng- 
land,  want  to  hear  the  music  of 
Dmitri  Shostakovich  they  will  have 
to  turn  on  the  wireless  They  vdU 
get  none  from  the  Municipal  Or- 
chestra so  long  as  Mr.  Rudolph 
Schwarx  conducUi  it.

This  is  somewhat  reminiscent  of 
the  hysteria  engendered  in  two  world 
wars  by  some  who  should  know*  better. 
Happily,  there  were  enough  who  re- 
alized that  to  embargo  ail  German 
composers  took  in  quite  a list.  It  was 
too  much  like  biting  off  one's  nose  to 
spite  his  fkce.  If  the  "cold  war"  ever 
gels  cold  enough  to  freose  out  Rus- 
sian music,  It  Is  likely  to  ba  the 


freexers  and  not  the  froxen  who  suffer. 

Hbwever,  there  is  a simple  way  out 
for  Mr.  Schwarz.  All  he  has  to  do  it 
to  pixy  pre-1948  Shostakovich,  and  hU 
symphony  concerts  will  be  Ideologic- 
ally Mr.  Shuslakovlch  found 

himself  in  the  Soviet  doghouse  in 
February  of  that  year.  The  Kremlin 
organs  lambasted  him  for  producing 
"decadent -Western  music"  and  for  a 
"vicious  formanstic  trend  against  the 
Soviet  people."  By  April  Mr.  Shosta- 
kovich had  repented  his  devious  ways. 
"I  realise  that  the  parly  is  right,"  he 
said  in  a public  apology,  and  forth- 
with plunged  into  an  operetta  about 
Soviet  guerrillas.  With  that,  and  an 
oratorio  about  Btallu'i  reforestation 
program,  his  redempUon  wax  emn- 
plele.

Miiitary  Contract  Worth 
$40,000,000 


NEW  YORK,  Oei.  ■ <INS).-aec> 
retary  of  Stale  Acheeon  warned  to- 
night that  the  Western  AUlea  must 
step  up  Utelr  defence  profram  to 
counteract  Soviet  aggression  or  face

Aeheeon  said  that  the  task  of 
building  an  Integrated  military  de- 
fence to  preserve  peace  and  free- 
dom muct  be  enhanced  despite  the 
present  “period  of  great  peril." 

The  Becretary,  who  received  the 
Praedom  House  award  for  IBSO.  re- 
ported that  “great  progress"  has 
been  made  in  achieving  collerttve 
accurlty.  but  he  added  that  “a  vaet 
amoimt  stUI  remaliut  to  be  dune,  and 
there  la  not  much  time  In  whic^ 
to  do  It." 

STRONti  AI.UANCI 

Acheson  said  that  a strong  North 
AtlanUe  alliance  can  halt  R\iMiia's 
march  toward  “world  domination" 
and  “opeti  a door  on  many  poealbUI- 
tlps  for  the  peaceful  ad|ustment  of 
dlfferenres’  exutlng  between  Moe- 
cow  and  the  free  world. 

At  pre.««nt,  he  explained,  (he 
"great  military  Inequallly"  which 
dlvldea  Russia  and  the  West  makes 
a 'broad  compromise"  Impoaslble.
